THE  MAILBAG 


To  the  Editor: 

Tin   drsVesions  of  your  List  issue  ("Are  Americans 
Losing  Faith  in  Their  Colleges")  barely  towed  upon 
one  \  en  critical  loss  of  faith,  the  apparentlv 
declining  interest  and  confidence  of  students  and 
potential  students  in  pursuing  higher  education. 

Serious  enrollment  deficits  face  many  institutions 
this  fall,  leaving  them  with  superfluous  staff  and 
inadequate  support.  These  deficits  are  certainly 
partial  products  of  population  trends  and  of 
inordinately  extensive  development,  but  thev  also 
surel)  reflect  '.  as  Dr.  Rabold  suggested  in  his 
r<  sponse  ■  an  increasing  dubiousness  among  the  young 
themselves  as  to  the  value  of  higher  education. 

This  disillusionment  should  hardly  be  surprising 
Raisi  d  h  ith  the  notion  of  a  college  degree  as  the 
prime  stepping  stone  to  financial  success  and 

per! al  happiness,  man)  students  are  finding  their 

educational  experiences  markedly  disappointing 
Social  and  biological  sciences  awaken  them  to  the 
ills  uf  our  societ)  and  of  the  environment,  and  leave 
them  informed  but  brooding  and  alarmed.  "Liberal" 
education  ma)  engender  in  them  a  kind  of  universal 
relativism  which,  until  it  achieves  some  measure  of 
perspective  in  the  "real"  world,  may  be  very 
unsettling.  And  in  the  end.  the  degree  offers  no 
assurance  even  of  employment  Advanced  degrees 
abound  in  most  fields,  and  Ph.D.'s  may  be  forced  to 
accept  starting  salaries  well  below  (hose  of  friends 
v.  ho  have  been  winking  since  high  school.

an    subjet  t  tO  rapid  undermining  through  exposure  to 
a  functioning  university.  Students  observe  power 
sb  uggles  within  and  between  administration  and 
faculty  They  see  departments  perpetrating  bitter 
politics  to  eompeti  for  status  oi  granl  mone)    The) 
find  "objective "  and  "scientific"  laboratories 
rivaling  each  other,  concealing  their  findings,  and 
generally  practicing  high-level  (and  high-cost ) 
one-upmanship. 

Nor  are  solidarity  or  solace  to  be  lound  among 
fellow  students.  ( lompetition  for  giants,  tor  grades, 
and  for  status  can  create  endless  enmit)  .  Power 
struggles  abound.  Factions  arise,  inspire  a  brief 
following,  perhaps  implement  destniction,  and 
dissolve  into  other  factions 


A  radical  fever  here  at  the  University  ol  Wis 
culminated  in  the  highh  -publicized  bombing  of  a 
ph)  sics  building  and  the  death  of  a  scientist  who 
happened  to  be  working  late  that  night.  This  single 
event  left  many  students  who  had  called  themselves 
"radical"  wondering  what  they  had  been  thinking,  and 
aroused  many  others  here  and  elsewhere  to  ask 
themselves  if  a  university  is  really  a  worthwhile 
place  to  be.

It  would  indeed  seem  to  be  time  to  reevaluate  our 
concepts  and  expectations  of  higher  education. 
Should  we  think  ol  college  is  i  kind  of  higher-order 
socialization,  tn  be  sought  after  regardless  of 
vie. i  in  >ri  nr  should  universities  focus  on  advanced  job 
training?  Who  should  go  to  college?  All  who  are  able? 
The  abundance  of  graduates  is  so  great  now  that 
"over-education"  is  .i  credible  concept,  particularl) 
it  education  is  tobi  seen  as  job  training.

As  another  academic  year  starts,  the  new  seniors  will 
have  a  non-academic  problem  to  begin  thinking  about 
— post-graduate  employment.  Part  of  the  problem  of 
seeking  a  "permanent"  position  is  the  possibility 
of  relocation  being  necessary. 

At  first  glance  this  seems  to  be  a  simple  task,  but  in 
actual  practice  great  frustration  can  be  involved  when 
reliable  information  is  not  readily  available.  This  is 
particularly  true  if  the  new  location  is  completely 
strange.  The  problem  is  often  compounded  when  a 
recent  marriage  is  a  factor. 

At  Lycoming  College,  however.  The  Office  of  Career 
Ciiunsding  and  Placement,  in  cooperation  with  the 
Alumni  Office  and  Alumni  tiiroughout  the  country, 
hopes  to  alleviate  much  of  this  frustration  by 
establishing  the  LYCO-LINE.  Approximately  one 


hundred  alumni,  strategically  located  throughout  the 
country,  arc  being  recruited  to  be  LYCO-LINE 
coordinators. 

A  Lycoming  senior  or  graduate  will  be  able  to  contact 
a  coordinator  and  obtain  realistic  on-the-scene 
information  about  that  geographical  area.  Information 
will  include  such  subjects  as:  cost-of-living, 
availability,  types,  and  costs  of  housing;  part-time 
graduate  study  opportunities,  cultural  activities; 
recreational  opportunities;  medical  facilities;  climate; 
taxes;  and  other  factors  Although  this  type  of 
information  is  not  directly  related  to  securing  a 
particular  job,  these  are  factors  which  play  a  vital 
role  in  a  person's  career  success  and  happiness.  In 
this  way,  Lvcoming  can  better  assist  the  student  to 
adjust  to  that  first  step  into  the  world  of  work.
